According to reliable American newspapermen, India faces one 
of the worst phases of its entire history during the coming year. J. 
Anthony Lukas of the N. Y. Times writes, for instance that the mon¬ 
soon rains have failed to fall in some areas for the second straight 
year. Photographs out of these regions show the earth to be a net¬ 
work of vast fissures, baked to a rock-like hardness. The beginnings 
of a famine so obvious (lining 1966 may explode into an all-out mass 
death from starvation during 1967. 

Famine, or smaller geographic pockets of starvation are almost 
a way of life for millions in some African and Latin American 
countries. Meanwhile, in many other areas of the world, people 
barely exist on minimal diets. 

Add to the growing hunger problem the growing .rate of disease, 
slum conditions, the refugees (the largest number since the end of 
World War II) and the still great number of displaced persons and 
you have a full size problem fraught with shattering possibilities. 

Three great faiths, the Protestants, Catholics and the Jews once 
again this Thanksgiving Season, have turned their attention to these 
needy around the world and are offering assistance in the form of 
food, clothing, shelter and other important aid. These are the 
Protestant “Share Our Substance” appeal, the Catholic “Bishops* 
Thanksgiving Collection” and the United Jewish Appeal. 

All three are eminently worthy of our support.

Deer Season 
Opens Monday; 
List New Rules 

The Massachusetts deer season 
opens Monday, Dec. 5, and runs 
through Saturday, Dec. 10. Shoot¬ 
ing hours are 6:30 a.m. to 5:00 
p.m. each day. Hunters may take 
one deer of either sex, by shotgun 
not larger than 10 gauge. They 
must wear at least 200 square in¬ 
ches of daylight fluorescent 
orange or red material. 

Possession of rifles, revolvers, 
pistols or dogs in woodland or 
fields or on any highway or use 
of same on game Dec. 5-10 is ille¬ 
gal. After having killed a deer 
during the shotgun season, no 
person may hunt for any bird or 
mammal during the remainder of 
the open deer season. 

Changes in regulations this 
year establish a different proced¬ 
ure that must be followed after 
killing a deer. Upon killing a deer 
the hunter must immediately tag 
it with the deer-tag portion of his 
license. Within 24 hours, he must 
personally present his deer at one 
of the 37 official checking stations 
that have been established. A list 
of stations is available at town 
clerks, sporting goods stores, rod 
and gun clubs and division offices. 
The kill will be validated by the 
attachment of a metal seal by 
station attendants. This seal and 
the deer tog must remain on the 
carcass until it is prepared for 
consumption. This is the only re¬ 
port required. Hunters do not 
have to write to the director to 
report the kill as in past years. 

The carcass or a portion of it 
must be open to view at all times 
when being transported.

Registry Drafts Bills 

Registrar Richard A. McLau¬ 
ghlin said the state Registry of 
Motor Vehicles will file several 
bills for consideration by. the 
1967 Legislature. Included in the 
proposed legislation are bills that 
would: require doctors to report 
persons unfit to drive; give the 
Registry the right to impound 
the car of a driver whose license 
is suspended, requiring the driver 
to pay storage fees; raise the 
fine for driving under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol from $35 to a 
minimum of $200; require li¬ 
censes for automobile repair 
shops; and allow the Registry to 
issue taniper-proof drivers’ li¬ 
censes with photographs of the 
operators.

Q. 1 get reduced social security 
benefits; do I have to file a new 
application to qualify for medi¬ 
care protection when 1 reach 65 
in January? 

A. Your hospital insurance pro¬ 
tection starts automatically in 
January. But you must sign up 
for medical insurance; you will 
be mailed a notification in Octo¬ 
ber—3 months before you are 65. 

Q. What is the earliest date I 
can enroll for medicare? 

A. In any one of the three 
months before the month you are 
6,5. If you enroll later, your med¬ 
ical insurance protection will not 
stall with the month you are 65. 

Q. Why should any health in¬ 
surance application be filed 3 
months before age 65? 

A. Health insurance is a two- 
part program—hospital insurance 
and medical insurance. The med¬ 
ical insurance part will start at 
age 65 only if you file your ap¬ 
plication in the 3 months before 
your birthday. 

Q. Why did I receive a notice 
about enrolling for medical in¬ 
surance? I get checks now' and 
thought I would get automatic 
protection at 65. 

A. The hospital insurance pro¬ 
tection is automatic; however, the 
medical insurance is voluntary 
and you must enroll for it. If you 
wish medical insurance to stall 
the month you are 65, you must 
enroll in the 3-month period be¬ 
fore vour birthday. 

Q. What if I am away from 
home in another State—will my 
hospital insurance still pay for 
my care? 

A. Yes. Your hospital insurance 
protects you no matter where you 
are in he United States. Your 
health insurance card is the proof 
of your protection. 

Q. Will hospital insurance pay 
for my care no matter where I 
go to get the services? 

A. Your hospital insurance will 
pay for covered services you re¬ 
ceive from any participating hos¬ 
pital, extend care facility, or home 
health agency that is in the medi¬ 
care program. Also, in an emer¬ 
gency, if you are taken to a hos¬ 
pital which is not participating, 
your hospital insurance will pay 
for covered sendees you receive 
until emergency services in thej 
nonparticipatirtg hospital are no j 
longer necessary from a medical, 
standpoint.

tal when their hospital insurance 
protection starts? 

A. Yes. For a person in such a 
hospital on the first day of cover¬ 
age, the number of days for which 
hospital insurance can pay in the 
first “spell of illness” is reduced 
by the. total number of days the 
person has been in the hospital 
during the previous 90 days. For 
example, if a person’s hospital in¬ 
surance starts July 1, 1967, anti 
he was in a psychiatric or tuber¬ 


culosis hospital on that day and 
the 50 days before, hospital in¬ 
surance could pay for only 40 
days in that “spell of illness.”
